1. The attached file was forwarded to us by the Executive Officer, 
Deputy Director (Administration) with the recommendation that we determine 
the most appropriate method for processing.

1. Forwarded herewith are various papers pertaining to the above sub- 
ject. These papers consist of comments from the addressees of the memorandum 
from this Office, dated 21 August 1953. 

2 . Although this matter originated in the Office of the Comptroller, it 
is suggested that it might be appropriate for your staff to handle. In addi- 
tion there is raised for your consideration the question of whether or not 
the subject document should be part of our issuance system. 

3- The other principal question concerns the legal necessity for this 
document. For advice on this you may wish to consult the Office of the Gen- 
eral Counsel. If it is not legally required, there remains the question of 
whether or not it is necessary for policy reasons. It would seem that if our 
regulations are completely in order, these delegations will occur in specific 
parts of the regulations and where required will bear DCI authentication. 

4. The above is pursuant to our telephone conversation.

1. bith reference to your memorandum dated 21 August 1953, subject 
as above , the following comments are forwarded : 

a. Recommend that paragraph C. 1 be amended to include, in 

addition to Sections A. 1 and 2, Sections A* 3 and A* h. These 
sections are so closely related to the authority in A. 1 that a re- 
delegation of these authorities to the Personnel Office would seem 
appropriate. Also, a delegation of these authorities would be con- 
sistent with duties and responsibilities currently assigned the 
Personnel Office, particularly those which ore administered by the 
Central Processing Branch. The respons^oiDPty of this Office for 
approving invitational travel (Notice 12 November 1932), 

the responsibility for processing numerous cases involving changes 
in official station, and the extensive travel of our field recruit- 
ment officers would seem to support the recommended delegation. 

b. deco .mend that paragraph A. 8 be amended to recognize the 

current delegation of authority in Agency Regulation Incen- 

tive Awards to the incentive Awards Committee to approve incentive 
awards up to the amount of ,230.00. Reference paragraph 6. b. (3). 

c. Reco amend that paragraph 0. 2 be amended to read as 
follows : 

"2. The sower to approve appointments delegated in para- 
graph ii, Section 1, may also be exercised by those Placement 
Officers in the Personnel Office designated by the Assistant 
Director (personnel) or the Personnel Director." 

2. It is further recommended that there be added as a new section 
in paragraph A the following: 

"The administration of the oaths prescribed by Section 
1737, Revised Statutes, as authorized by Section 206, Public 
law 90 (7.3th Congress)." 

If the above is acceptable, paragraph C should similarly be revised by 
adding the following: 

"The authority to administer oaths delegated in Section 
A , may also be exercised by the AP/p, Personnel 

Director," the Chief, processing and Records Division, the 
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Chief end Assistant Chief, Transactions and Records branch, 
and all Personnel Office Appointment Clerks." 


The above is consistent vdth the memorandum dated 12 r.av iy^3 to this 
O' Tice .from the Office of General Counsel, subject, "Delegation of 
Authority to administer the Oath of Office," wherein that office indicated 
that it could visualize no legal obstacle to this proposal.

1. Comments on reference proposal: 

a. Reference para. D.l» of Tab B to reference. It is 
not believed appropriate to authorize the Chief of Logistics 
and the Chief, Transportation Division, to approve the trans- 
fer of civilian employees from one official station to another. 

This delegation should be modified to make it subject to the 
action of the Personnel Director. 

b. The provision included in paragraphs F. and G. of 
Tab B to reference, making delegations involved subject to 
restrictions and procedures prescribed by Agency regulations, 
should be eliminated and a general paragraph included, 
making all delegations proposed in Tab B subject to such 
restrictions and procedures. 

c. It is recommended that an additional general paragraph 
be added to the proposed Tab B to reference requiring all 
officials to whom powers are delegated by the DCI to complete 
all essential coordination with other interested Agency 
officials prior to exercising delegated authority. 

d. It is not understood why the effective date of the 
proposed statement of delegations is established as 26 February^® 
1953.- The delegations now in effect, dated 1 December 1950, 

are, according to the General Counsel, automatically effective 
until revised. It will appear, therefore, that the effective 
date of the revision should be the date of publication. 

e. A statement should be included in the revised delegations 
of authority to the effect that nothing contained therein shall 
modify provisions of memorandum from the DC I dated 18 September 
1952, subject: Delegations of Authority to DD/P. It is essential 
that this memorandum be left in effect until such time as all old 
Agency regulations and directives affected thereby have been 
revised and rescinded.
